Ihe Respondents have asked the Court to clarify its award 
and give its interpretation on tbe items of employment, over- 
time, sick leave, injury on duty, medical treatment and effective 
date and duraticni The Caaunants liave aaked for uterpietation 
on the issues ot hoimnK and housing allowance and wage 

increase 
Employment 

Tbe Respondents pointed out that the Court's intention with 
regard to the retrospective effect was not clear in the light of 
the three relevant dales, le the date of the award 12th June 
1969, and the two effective dates the first being 1st May 1969 
and the second the 1st January 1969 

The Respondents stated that only two estates of the group 
were involved in retrospection and the award would impose, 
where appropriate, an obligation on them to oSer monthly 
empliiymflDt to penons who on any occasion atei 1st Jannaty 
1%9 and pnor to Utt pnblicatioa of the award had been oBered 
casual employment for a oonsecutive period of three months 
Tbe diflScnlty th^ visualized was that it could mvolvc persons 
who were not currently in employment and had not recently 
been in employment They argued that the Court could not 
order that a person should be employed as mdeed the Court 
could not order the reinstatoneat o( a woiker Mdiose services 
had been terminated 

The Respondents also felt that the Court's award regarding 
conversion of a casual worker to monthly terms was contrary 
to the F'KEs' paper on casual cmpkqnMDt whldl the Court had 
endorsed during its award 

The CLtimanLs on the other hand strongly reiterated their 
early views expiessed durmg the hearing of the dispute that 
they wanted to minimize the abuse of casual employment They 
made it clear that they were not going to man-hunt those 
workers who were not m employment now but who may have 
wotked for a period of Hiree monflis as casual workers pnor 
to the date of the award to give them jobs They understood 
the award to mean that those workers on casual employment 
cm the date of the Court's award on completion of three 
months' casual wolk would have the nght to be oonrated to 
monthly terms 

The Court finds that the Claimants' interpretation of this 
matter is the correct one TTie Couit intended to benefit those 
casual workers who had been oftered employment and were 
working on the date of the announcement of the Court's award 
The Court docs not accept that its award is contrary to any 
provisions of the law ihe Court feels that by its award the 
abuse of casual eotpioymeat would be eliminated under wludt 
employers did not have to extend the benefit of vanous frmge 
benefits to such workers The Court must make it clear that 
It has not endorsed the FKE paper on casual employment in 
lis CDtuely but found it to be a f^ document So the question 
of the Court award bemg contrary to this papei does not anae 

Overtime 

The Respondents asked the Court to clarify if it had mtended 
that oveitime would be earned on any partienlar day mreapective 
al work performance ttroughoot ttie rest of the week or was 
It the Court's mtentian to confonn to jnactice m Wages Coun- 
cil Orders and negotiated agreemeiUs where oveitime is accrued 
per day but payment was contmgent on completion of the 
stipulated working week The Claimants strongly resisted the 
latter suggestion by the Respondents and stated that if the 
Court were to interpret its award as suggested by the Respond- 
ents then It would be tantamount to what was known in Europe 
during the war as the wartime overtime 

The Court's award is very clear and there is no ambiguity 
whatsoever m it The Couit intended that overtime is earned 
on any particular day iriespective of work performance through- 
out the rest of the week Any worker who would be absent 
without Intimate cause would be open to disciplinary action 

Sick Leave 

The Respondents felt that the award was not dear m relatioo 
to akemates to medical practitioners when it came to the sign- 
ing of certificates Persons left m charge of dispensaries oi 
medical aid centres should be administrators and not persons 
possessing medical qualifications The Respondents felt that the 
ahemate to a registered medical practitioner should be another 
medical practitioner or at least a fully qualified assistant other 
wise this system could be abused 



The Claimants stated that the Court's award would ensure 
that tte Respondents' ntemben made aiiangemeiits for medical 
peisons to be m attendance at taai diqxsnsanes or medical aid 
centres, as employers were under a duty to provide qualified 
persons to man these places and if they decided to have a 
dresser in charge then they should be prepared to accept his 
certificate They couU not have it both ways 

The Court » not prepared to lay down the qualifications <A 
perosns who should be pmntted to act as aitemates to regis- 
tered medical jitactitionens The CcNKt cannot presume that m 
the estates in the absmce of docttns an admimstrator would be 
left in charge or a person who would not be competent to take 
charge in the doctor's absence The same woold be true m 
respect of Government chnics 

Injury on duty 

The Respondents pomted out that the Court's award as it 
stood at present could have the effect of grantmg a worker 
one and a half days' pay for every day of absence as a result 
of temporary mcapacity through an injury reported imder the 
Workmen's Compensation Act 

Tbe Claimants made it quite clear that as far as they were 
concerned they interpreted the Court's award to mean flut a 
worker should get a day's pay only 

The Court rules that a worker who is mjured on duty should 
be entitled to a day's pay only for the dunitwm as tpecilied m 
the Coort's award 

Medical tieatment 

The Respondents feared that the Court's award requiring the 
employers to provide free transport for employees' fiamihes was 
very wide and could lead to mimeions difficulties They 
vwnahMd the fdlowmg nnphcatacae— 

"(a) entployees ate not necessarily resident on estates, thus 
thor lamihes could be scattered throughout the particular 
geogTaphical area fir<»i where the employees originate, 

(£>)fhe woid fRDulMs' can be oonstmed m the oonteaa of 
either or all of the following — 

(1) dictionary definition, 

(2) the legal definition, 

(3) the context of national custMUS which exist in the 

country, and 

(4) purely tnbal ronsidmatwiis , 

(c)tfae Coort specifies no method of identificatian for 

famihes' which are to be defined under subsection (6), 

(if) the Court rejects the provision of medical treatment for 
famihes but by mphcation introduces ad hoc medical 
fawimnHtion bong a necessary prerequisite to the pro- 
visum of transport" 

The Qaanants oonld not accept the difficulties as put forward 
by the Respondents as most of the employers or their headmen 
and foremen knew the workers' families very well Moreover, 
the welfare officers would also know them 

The Court's award should be taken to mean that it is 
restricted to the famihes of woikers hvmg on the estates and 
the word "family" means wife or wives and unmarried children 
The Court can see no difiSculty as the supervisors, the foremen 
and the wdfare cffioen would be aware of the identiiy of the 
wife/wnres and children of die woAers The Court reiectB diat 
there is hj implication mtroductim m its award of ad hoe 
medical examinatu» bemg a necessary prerequisite to the 
pronsunt of transport 

£j0tecAve dote and dtmitton 

On this issue the Respondents submitted as follows — 

"The Court's awaid is made on the basis 'the parties legal 
niiits' « It IS presumed the Court is using the teim m its broad 
sense as negotiated agreements are not eafwceable at law 
Acting on the pregomptiOD that the Court is referring to the 
mphed ccMtractnal r^hts of empkvtts of groiqi members 
then mterpretation is considered necessary m view of the 
variations extant 

(a) Booken Agneultnnl Holdings (at Mumias) had as their 
'legal ngfatt' a letter of agreement vahd untd Septonber 
1970, mvirivmg rateb of pay higher than those m the 
Nyanza Agreement 

(ii)The Kenya Sugar Enoiiloyen* Union had as fhew legal 
nulls' an agreement vahd until May 1969 

(tf)Cheniefal Sugar Co Ltd had die same 'nibts' and 
obligations as m (6) above They participated m ttie 
negotiation of the l^anza Agreement' and apphed not 
less than its terns throughout The fact that a separate 
recognition agreement was introduced and negotiation 
commenced did not alter the 'legal rights' of the com- 
pany and its employees , it is evidence of their 
intentions only The imphcd contractual rights change 
only with tbe utroducUon of a new agreement or, as 
was the case, an Industnal Court award " 
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The Claimants on the other hand stated that although they 
were unhappy at the effective date which the Court had 
awarded, it would be very wrong to vary the award Tliey 
reminded the Court that the Chcmehl Sugar Co l td had been 
negotiating with them as far back as September 1968 and if 
they had not deferred the negotiations in order to embark on 
discussions on a countrywide group basis, those workers would 
have received wage increases from September 1968 They felt 
that if the Court was mdiiied to vary the efiective date tinea 
the «du>Ie award should be made eSective from 1st Januaiy 
1969 

Dunng the proceedings the Court was qurte clearly told by 
the Claimants that Chemelil Sugar Co Ltd had started nego- 
tiations with them in September 1968 , this statement had not 
been challenged by the Respondents This is a clear indication 
that although Chemelil Sugar Co Ltd were complying with the 
agreement existing between the Kenya Sugar Employers' Union 
and the Claimants, their wages and terms and conditions of 
service were under negotiation As far as Bookers Agricultural 
Hddiags at Mumias arc coocemed, they wroti a letter to the 
Court saying that they would have no objection to their bemg 
a Class B estate for the purposes ci the awud m this dispute 
In view of these facts, the Court confirms its award on the 
efiective date and duration The award is very clear and is not 
contrary to "the parties' legal rights either m its broad sense 
or ID the implied ctxitiactual rights of the workers 



Houtmg and housing allowanee 

The Claimants stated that they were very happy to note that 
the Court's recommendations were being looked into and 
enforced m the various sugar estates by the various Govern 
ment and county council olfrcers but on the question of house 
allowance they felt that if an employee was not provided with 
proper housing free of rent then he should be paid a house 
allowance The Court was attant on this particular matter and 
they wanted the Court to rule on this matter and make an 
award m fovour of the woifcen 

Hm Reqtaadeats stroo^ opposed tbis contentiaa of the 
Claimants on the ground that the latter were not seeking an 
mterpratatum but were m feet asking tar an enfaanooneat of 
the Court's award 

The &Lct that the Court has made no award on a particular 
dranand does not mean that the Court overlooked that parti 
cular matter durmg its dehberations In the absence of an 
award by the Court it should be understood that the Court is 
not prepared to make an award as demanded by either party 
The Court would, however, like to clarify that where employees 
are not paying any house rent they should not be required to 
do so now as a result of the Court's awatd The current 
position on housing is as follows — 

Mamui employe — Honsing shall be pronded free of 
rent , persons other than manual employees, occupying 
manual staff haamis shall not be diarged nnt 

Staff empIojww-HBmployees occupying sidff housing shall 
pay rent at such levd as may be stiimbted 



Wage Mcreaae 

The Claimants believed diat the Court bad awarded a general 
wage mcrease of 50 cents, le ev»y worker was to benefit by 

an increase of 30 cents per day whereas the employers had 
given 50 cent increase only to those workers who were on basic 
rates for the various jobs Those workers who arc m between 

the old and new scales or above their particular scale had 
received eitlier less than 50 cents or nothing They wanted to 
know if it was the intention of the Court to award a Wage 
mcreasc to a section of the sugar workers on^y 

The Respondents very vigorously opposed this move by the 
Ctaimants on the ground that the Court's award was very dear 
and needed no mterpretation They stated that at no stage had 
either party either dunng discussions or m their submissions 
to the Court or dunng proceedings before the Court deviated 
frmn the dispute on the rates for the various jdba The 
Claimants were now askmg the Court to enhance its award and 
the Court should accordingly reject this move 

The Court must pomt out that during the proceedings before 
It and m the written submissions made by the parties, the Court 
was being asked to grant a wage mcrease on the rates for the 
various jobs and not to award a general wage increase If the 
Claimants had wanted a general wage mcrease then they should 
have clearly stated so and put forward arguments m support 
tfaereitf The Court was kqit m daifc by the parties that there 
were cettam wntas wha were above ttieur rates for the ]ob 
Under the Courtis award those woikos who are shghlly above 



the rate for their job should get the difference to bring them up 
to the new rate awarded by the Court Those workers who 
arc above the rates for the jobs as awarded by the Court on 
account of various factors like length of service, merit increases 
and so on, are not covered by the Courts awaid but the Court 
is of the view that when either job grading, classification or 
evahiation exercise is carried out and finalized by the iiarties 
this problem would be taken caie of As there appears to be a 
substantial number of woikers m this categmy tlie Court lecffion- 
mends that the parties should immediately embark on the afore- 
said job gradmg or evaluation exercise with a view to 
eliminating this problem along with revising and reviewing the 
emstmg grades
